An  Act  for  S'^'i"S  ertl'ct,  on   the  part   of  this  I'mviiice,   to  u  ciTtiiin  Treaty 
between  Mer  Majesty  and  the  United  States  of  America. 

WiiKUKAs  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  .i;i\iiii!;  etfect,  as  regards  this  Pro- 
vince, to  thr  Treuty  between  Her  Majesty  and  tiie  I'nited  Stiites  of  America, 
signed  on  the  fifth  day  cf  June  one  thoiis:nid  eight  laindred  and  fif^y-fonr: 
Be  it  thcrcfi)re  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Kxcelient  Majesty,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  I.ci^nslative  Council  and  of  tlie  L<'gishitive 
Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Canada,  constituted  and  assembled  by  virtue 
of  and  under  the  authority  of  an  Act  j-ussed  in  the  Parliament  of  the  I'nited 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  intituled  "  An  Act  to  re-unite  the 
"  Provinces  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  and  for  the  Government  of  Canada," 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted  b}-  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  ibllows : 

I.  Whenever  the  Governor  of  this  Province  shall,  by  Proclamation,  declare 
that  the  said  Treaty  has  taken  effect  according  to  the  terms  thtreof)  the 
articles  enumerated  in  the  sciiedule  liereunto  annexed,  being  tiie  growth  and 
produce  of  the  said  United  States,  shall  be  admitted  into  this  Province  flee 
of  duty,  so  long  as  the  said  Treaty  shall  remain  in  force ;  except  that  if  at 
any  time  the  said  United  States  shall,  under  the  terms  of  the  said  Treatv, 
suspend  the  operation  of  the  third  article  thereof,  so  fiu-  as  this  Province  is 
affected  theicby,  then  the  (loveriior  of  this  Province  may,  if  he  see  tit,  declare 
such  suspension  by  Proclamation,  alter  which  the  exemption  fiom  duty  under 
this  Act  shall  cease  while  such  siifpen.sion  shall  continue,  but  the  Governor 
may  again,  whenever  such  suspension  shall  cease,  declare  the  same  by  Pro- 
clamation, from  and  after  whicli  such  exemption  shall  again  take  effect, 

II.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor  in  Council,  by  any  Order  or  Orders 
to  be  made  for  that  purpose,  to  do  anything  which  shall  be  found  necessary 
to  be  done  on  the  part  of  this  Province  to  give  full  eti'ect  to  the  said  Treaty, 
and  any  such  Order  shall  have  the  same  cHect  as  if  the  object  thereof  were 
expressly  provided  for  by  this  Act. 

III.  The  Act  passed  in  the  twelfth  year  of  llcr  Majesty's  Reign,  intituled 
"  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  free  admission  into  Canada  of  certain  articles 
"  of  the  growth  or  production  of  the  United  States  of  America,  on  certain 
"  conditions  therein  mentioned,"  is  hereby  repealed.

An  Act  for  givinj^  effect,  on  the  part  of  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  to  a 
certain  Treaty  between  Her  Majestv  and  the  United  States  of  America 

[Passed  the  13th  day  of  December  1854.] 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  giving  effect,  as  regards  this 
Province,  to  the  Treaty  between  Her  Majesty  and  the  United  States  of 
America,  signed  on  the  fifth  day  Jnnc  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-four : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council,  and  Assembly,  as  follows : 

L  Whenever  the  Governor  of  this  Province  shall,  by  Proclamation,  declare 
that  the  Treaty  has  taken  effect  according  to  the  terms  thereof,  the  articles 
enum(;rated  in  the  schedule  to  this  Act,  being  the  growth  and  produce  of  the 
United  States  of  .\nicrica,  shall  be  admitted  into  this  Province  free  of  duty, 
so  long  as  the  Treaty  shall  remain  in  force,  any  law,  act,  or  statute  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,  except  that  if  at  any  time  the  United  States  shall, 
under  the  terms  of  the  Treaty,  suspend  the  operation  of  the  third  article 
thereof  so  far  as  this  Province  is  affected  thereby,  then  the  Governor  of  this 
Province  may,  if  he  see  fit,  declare  such  suspension  by  Proclamation,  after 
which  the  exemption  from  duty  under  this  Act  shall  cease  while  such 
suspension  shall  continue ;  but  the  Governor  may  again,  whenever  such 
suspension  shall  cease,  declare  the  same  by  Proclamation,  from  and  after  which 
sucii  exemption  shall  again  take  effect. 

IL  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor  in  Council,  by  any  Order  or  Orders  to 
be  made  for  that  purpose,  to  do  anything  further  in  accordance  with  the  spirit

III.  When  niid  sosooM  as  the  Treaty  shall  JK-deelared  h\  rroeliuii.ilion  of  the 
(Jovernor  to  he  in  force,  and  to  have  tiiken  eHeet  nceordinu'  to  the  terms 
thereof,  as  provided  for  hy  the  first  section  of  this  Act,  the  first  eighteen 
Heetioiis  «)f  the  ninety-fourth  ehapter  of  the  revised  statutes,  "  Of  the  Coast 
Fisheries,"  to^-ether  with  sueh  provisions  of  all  other  laws,  acts  or  statutes 
of  this  I'roviiiee  now  in  force  as  are  oontrurv  to  or  ineonsistcnt  with  the  t»  rms 
and  spirit  of  the  Treaty,  are  herehy  declared  to  be  suspended  iis  reirards 
citizens  and  inhabitants  of  the  UnitcMl  States  of  America,  and  vessels,  Iniats 
and  crafts  beionjrin','  to  the  citizens  and  inhabitants  of  that  country,  and  shall 
continue  to  be  so  suspended  and  not  in  force  so  long  as  the  Treaty  shall 
continue  and  k-  in  force,  any  law,  act,  or  statute  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
stundini.'.

IJeit  theretbre  enacted,  by  the  Ijeutenant-Ciovernor,  Ligislative  Council,  and 
Assembly,  as  follows: 

1.  Whenever  the  Governor  of  this  Province  shall,  by  Proclamation,  declare 
that  the  said  Treaty  has  taken  effect  according  to  the  leinis  tliereof,  the  articles 
enumerated  in  the  schedule  to  this  .Act,  being  the  growth  and  produce  of  the 
said  United  States  of  America,  shall  l)c  admitted  into  this  Province  free  of 
duty,  so  long  as  the  said  Treaty  shall  remain  in  force,  any  law,  act,  or  statute 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  except  that  if  at  any  time  tiic  said  United 
States  shall,  under  the  terms  of  the  said  Treaty,  suspend  the  operation  of  the

for  by  this  Act. 

When  and  so  soon  as  the  said  IVeaty  shall  be  declared  by  Proclamation 
of  the  (iovernor  to  be  in  force,  and  to  have  taken  effect  according  to  the  terms 
thereof,  as  provided  for  by  the  first  section  of  this  Act,  an  Act  made  and  passed 
in  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty, 
intituled  "  An  Act  relating  to  the  Coast  Fisheries,  and  for  the  prevention  of 
"  illicit  trade,"  together  with  such  provisions  of  all  other  laws,  acts,  or  statutes 
of  this  Province  now  in  force  as  are  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  the  terms 
and  spirit  of  the  said  Treaty,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  suspended,  and  shall

An  Act  to  iui'diorizc  Free  Trade  with  the  United  States  of  America,  under  a 
Treaty  between  (ireat  Britain  and  the  United  States  of  America. 

WuEiiKAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  authorize  Tree  'Irade  with  the  United 
States  of  America,  luider  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  a  Treaty  entered 
into  between  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  of  America,  signed  on  the 
fifth  day  of  .June  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-ibur: 

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  the  I,icutenant-(jovernor,  Council,  and 
Assembly,  That  whenever  the  Lieutcnant-Ciovernor  or  other  Administrator  of 
the  (lovernment  of  this  Island  for  the  time  being  shall  receive  satisfactory 
evidence  that  the  articles  herein-after  enumerated  will  be  admitted  into  the 
United  States  of  America  by  law  free  of  duty,  the  said  Lieutenant-CJovernor 
or  other  admi:.istrator  of  tlie  Government  of  this  Island  for  the  time  being  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  his  Proclamation  declaring  that  he 
has  such  evidence,  and  thereupon,  from  the  date  of  such  Proclamation,  the 
following  articles,  being  the  growth  and  produce  of  the  United  States  of 
America ;  to  wit,  grain,  tiour,  and  brcadstufFs  of  ali  kinds ;  animals  of  all 
kinds  ;  fresh,  smoked,  and  salted  meats  ;  cotton  wool ;  see.^s  and  vegetables  ; 
tuidried  fruits  ;  dried  fruits  ;  fish  of  all  kinds  ;  products  of  fish  and  of  all  other
